Co-production must 
benefit all—Davis 


CO-PRODUCTION, leading to bigger and more important pictures acceptable in all 
markets, must be to the benefit of all concerned, John Davis, deputy chairman and managing 
director of The Rank Organisation, told exhibitors last week. 


But a date has now yet been arranged for a 
resumption of co-production agreement negotia- 
tions between the producers and umions. 

“Good product is in short supply and we are 
constantly looking for it to keep our theatres 
in good health,” said Mr. Davis. 

The Rank Organisation believed in the Euro- 
pean Common Market and hoped to part cipate 
actively in it if Britain’s application for mem- 
bership was approved 

But, he said, he regretted that “the thinking 
of the ‘thirties in some sections of the indus- 
try was slowing down co-production negotiations 
in this country. 

Mr. Davis was speaking at a dinner given by 
the organisation for delegates of the Union 
Internationale d' Exploitation Cinematographique, 
meeting in London.

WANTED-A NAME 


A NUMBER of people in the industry are 
confused about the present-day position of 
the National release. 

The answer, simply, is that CMA, which 
initiated the National release as an alternative 
to the old Gauwmont release, is now book- 
ing programmes independently for the 
cinemas which hitherto were regarded as 
National release cinemas. Therefore, CMA 
has discontinued the use of the term in ad- 
vertising. 

Thus, the so-called third release outlet has 
assumed an even more intangible form than 
when the idea of the National release was 
conceived. 

But distributors do not recognise that an 
alternative release to the Rank and ABC re- 
leases does not exist. In fact, distributors 
are still referring to a National release where 
the films that are going out on independent 
release are booked to all of the CMA cinemas 
that were formerly recognised as National 
release situations. 

For the sake of simplicity and clarity, it 
does seem that we need a new name for the 
third outlet. Can we look to the working 
party of the five trade associations for an 
early move to give identity to the alternative? 


INJUSTICE 


THREE weeks ago we commented upon 
the injustice of the decision of the local coun- 
cil at Bromiley, Kent, to increase the levy 
upon local cinemas for Sunday Opening. 

Following the cosure of the local 
Gaumont, the council decided that the two 
remaining cinemas should pay an extra £358 
a year between them to make up for the boss 
of £300 a year, formerly contributed by the 
Gaumont. 

Now Bexley has increased its demands, one 
cinema is to be closed on Sundays and 
because of the council's illogical decision, 
the public in the vicinity is denied a source 
of entertainment. 

The closure has been made as a protest 
against the injustice of the increased de- 
mands and it is to be hoped that local people 
will support this action vociferously.

If IS hoped that the threatened NATKE 
strike in Northern Ireland will be averted 
following a meeting yesterday, Wednesday, be- 
tween Ellis Pinkney, officers of the CEA, and 
Sir Tom O'Brien. 

The dispute arises out of the Northern Ire- 
land CEA branch's rejection of the NATKE 
proposal that the cost-of-living increase recently 
negotiated under the national agreement covering 
England, Scotland and Wales, should also be 
allowed by the N. Ireland branch which has an 
entirely separate agreement with the union. 

The crux of the situation is that there is no 
cost-of-living clause in the N. Ireland agreement. 
Legally, therefore, the increase sought by NATKE 
s outside the scope of the local agreement, and 
the position, of course, is upheld by the Ministry 
of Labour. 


+ + + 


NOT unnaturally, the N. Ireland exhibitors 
do not want to create a precedent by giving 
an increase outside the scope of the agreement, 
which may encourage the union to press other 
claims not provided for under the agreement. 

1 understand that the members of the branch 
are sympathetic towards the union’s claim for 
the increase, based on the rise in the cost of 
living, and are willing to make a concession, if 
the union will enter into negotiations for an 
extension of the agreement—a means by which 
the claim could be dealt with. 

NATKE was not satisfied with the proposal, 
hence Sir Tom's letter to Ellis Pinkney, warning 
of the possibility of a withdrawal of labour in 
N. Ireland cinemas, with a hint of repercussions 
for CEA members over here, if a satisfactory 
reply was not received within ten days. 

The union’s attitude does not impress. After 
all, the union is a party to the local separate 
agreememt and if it is not satisfied with the 
terms it should negotiate for changes without 
prejudice to the members of the CEA who are 
parties to the national agreement operative on 
this side of the Irish Channel.

West German government 


subsidies 


THE WEST GERMAN Government is giving 
a helping hand to the film industry with a pro- 
gramme of subsidies whch is now being incor- 
porated into its budget plans for the 1962 fiscal 
year, 


This means that Government help for the in- 
dustry is now going ahead in four directions. 

In the first instance, the Government is pres- 
sing for the abolition of entertainment tax by 
Laender (reg onal) governments—tax is still un- 
der the jurisdiction of local administrations. 


Second, there is a special “ awards” fund in 
the 1961 budget under which four millon 
deutschmarks (about £370,000) is handed out to 
“ good ”’ films by a recently formed committee. 


The funds will be increased by 10 million 
deutschmarks next year to a new annual total 
of 14 million deutschmarks (about £1,300,000). 
The Government plans to maintain this level 
‘over a number of years” which means that 
bepween 60 and 70 feature films will get some 
200,000 deutschmarks annually. 

This figure excludes only a very small portion 
of the total West German product from the 
awards benefits. Pictures which have “ special 
export values" will get an additional 50,000 to 
100,000 deutschmarks from the funds. 

In the third case, the Government is to in- 
crease its subsidies to Export Union from an 
annual 140,000 deutschmarks to 500,000 deutsch- 
marks, plus an undisclosed amount to be used 
for guaranteeing dubbing costs for pictures to 
be shown outside the German-language area. 

This is expected to enhance the industry's 
status in world markets. 

The final point concerns regional production 
loan guarantees which have been granted, up to 
now, in Hamburg, West Berlin and Munich 
These, in future, will be backed by additional 
guarantees from the federal Government.

EDINBURGH.—* With the passing of the 
suggested new Rule 46 there appeared to be no 
further need for the CEA General Council,” 
commented George Gilchrist, when the proposed 
changes in the constitution were discussed at the 
monthly meeting. “If decisions of the Execu- 
tive Committee are not to be subject to ratifica- 
tion by the GC, we might as well save our 
money.” 

Dennis McGee said that the proposal to give 

re Executive Commitice all the powers of the 
General Council seemed highly unusual and 
might be dangerous. 

Graham Salmon, the branch solicitor, said he 
would not like to see any such rule being made 
operative in any organisation with which he was 
connected. 

“The General Council cut its own throat 
when it handed over so much work to the Execu- 
tive Committee.” observed John McLaughlin. 
But the Committee had always shown a sense 
of responsibility and he thought it always would. 
The proposal was merely recognising the facts 
as they exist.

German tv income hits 
£44 million mark 


BONN.—German television stations’ income 
from commercial operations will reach an esti- 
mated total of 240 million deutschmarks (about 
£22,000,000), this This is supplemented 
by a further 240 million deutschmarks income 
from set licence fees bringing the overall total 
for the year to about 480,000,000 deutschmarks 
(about £44,000,000) 

Commercial operations of the West German 
and West Berlin stations as well as the number 
of registered sets are increasing at a rapid pace. 

Official estimates put the 1962 total tv income 
in Germany at close to 600,000,000 deutschmarks 
(about £55,000,000). Of this, only a small share 
goes to film companies, studio operators and 
laboratories as German stations are relying upon 
their own production facilities for the greater 
share of their programme material. 

There are few American and British feature 
films being shown on German tv and none of 
these are supplied by the major American and 
British companies, 

The situation may change, however, as Ger- 
man tv's appetite for more programme material 
is growing. There are now two networks in 
operation, one in VHF and one in UHF. Both 
are operated by identical broadcasting organisa- 
tions 

A third, independent network in the 
band, will start operations in 1962. 

This and the introduction of daytime shows 
will eventually, according to local observers, 
double the German demand for filmed pro- 
gramme materia! and increased imports may re- 
sult as a consequence of the limited production 
facilities of the film industry.—Gustav Genschow -

If free advertising is to continue 
then the cinemas expect to get an appreciable 
discount on the sweets they buy from the adver- 
tisers.

Marianna Moor 
is at once appealing and spirited as the adoles- 
cert Hdi, and Bela Kubic, although no glamour 
boy, has his moments as the melancholy Matyi.

THE IMPORTANCE of local newspapers as a 
medium for cinema advertising is confirmed by 
the Newspaper Society’s recent “ Regional 
Readership and Market Survey” carried out 
among more than 10,000 housewives in England 
and Wales. 

When the Society last published such a survey, 
just over three years ago, lt showed that 81 per 
cent. of housewives were local newspaper 
readers. This figure has now risen to an aver- 
age of 83 per cent. with, in some areas, a 
readership as high as 90 per cent. 

The survey points out that local newspapers 
are read in 12 million out of 144 million homes 
in England and Wales despite increased tele- 
vision coverage. 

Ano analysis of the figures in television regions 
shows that the lowest percentage of readership 
is in the London area. This, no doubt, is duc 
to the high circulation of the London evening 
papers. 

The highest percentage is in the South-Western 
region with Northern (West), Northern (East), 
Anglia, Tyne-Tees and Midlands well up in the 
89 per cent. bracket. 

Another interesting analysis comcerns cinema-

going. Here the percentages are as follows: 
7 per cent. had been to the cinema within a 
week of being questioned for the survey ; 10 per 
ceut. between ome week and a month; 12 per 
cent. between one and three months; and 71 
per cent. had last been to the cinema more than 
three months before ar could not remember the 
last time. 


Again, taking the television areas as a basis 
for analysis, the percentages show that in 
London 10 per cent. had been to the cinema 
within the week ; 13 per cent. between one week 
and a month; 13 per cent. between one and 
three months; and 64 per cent. could not 
remember the last visit. 


The highest figure for the weekly visit was in 
the Tyne-Tees region, but the survey shows that 
the London region has become more selective 
in its visits to the cinema. 


While the report is mainly concerned to com- 
pare the “ pull” of local newspaper advertising 
with that of commercial television, it makes the 
final point that the initial impact of televisiaa 
on the cinemagoing habit has, to a great extent, 
worn off.
